You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  town, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

Akt.  2.     To  choose  three  selectmen. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  a  town  treasurer. 

Art.  4.     To  choose  one  or  more  highway  agents. 

Art.  5.     To  choose  one  or  more  auditors. 

Art.  6.     To  choose  one  library  trustee. 

Art.  7.     To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  8.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  schools,  and  for  school  supplies. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor. 

Art.  10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
retire  $3,000  of  town  bonds,  and  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  out- 
standing. 

Art.  11.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
laying  out,  building,  and  repairing  highways,  and  for  building 
and  repairing  bridges,  and  to  act  upon  the  question  of  applying 
for  state  aid. 

Art.  12.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
other  town  charges. 

Art.  13.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Decoration  day. 

Art.  14.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  selectmen,  treasurer  and 
other  town  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 
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Akt.  15.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  town  libraries. 

Akt.  16.  To  hear  report  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commission- 
ers and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Akt.  17.  To  choose  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery 
Commissioners;  one  from  East  Haverhill,  one  from  Haverhill,  and 
one  from  No.  6  District.

Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


To  the  Taxpayers  0/  the  Town  of  Haverhill : 

During  the  past  year  the  town  has  made  an  increase  in 
valuation  from  11,454,075  to  $1,536,688  (not  including 
soldiers'  exemptions). 

In  live  stock  the  number  of  horses  and  cattle  is  in- 
creased, while  the  number  of  sheep  is  less.  Money  at  in- 
terest, stocks  in  banks  and  stock  in  trade,  all  show  an 
increase  over  last  year. 

The  highway  appropriation  made  last  year  was  smaller 
than  for  a  number  of  years,  and  is  not  adequate  for  main- 
taining our  highways,  culverts  and  bridges.  One  new  iron 
bridge  with  concrete  flooring  has  been  erected  near  Uaver- 
hill  Center.  The  item  of  plank  for  culverts,  bridges  and 
railings  has  been  unusually  large  this  year.  An  unlooked 
for  expense  had  to  be  met  in  repairing  a  large  stone  cul- 
vert near  the  county  farm. 

All  the  money  raised  and  set  aside  for  state  highway  has 
been  expended.  This  work  was  done  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  state  engineer.  In  building  the 
new  piece  of  road  near  Cottage  Hospital  nearly  one-half  of 
the  money  expended  was  for  building  three  culverts  and 
blasting  ledges  to  widen  road. 

The  police  department  shows  a  decrease  over  last  year. 

The  amount  of  quarantine  bills  paid  the  past  year  was 
$262.47,  nearly  all  of  which  was  for  bills  of  previous  year. 

The  expense  for  town  poor  is  slightly  larger  than  last 
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year,  while  the  county  poor  account  is  the  lowest  for  many 
years. 

There  are  no  outstanding  orders  and  there  are  no  bills 
unpaid  that  have  been  allowed  to  date. 

The  amount  received  from  dog  licenses  is  the  largest 
ever  received. 

Three  thousand  dollars  of  the  town  bonds  have  been 
paid  the  past  year,  as  well  as  all  interest  due ;  and  the  net 
debt  of  the  town  is  now  $23,684.14,  a  decrease  during  the 
past  year  of  13,128.35. 

A  copy  of  the  warrant  for  the  coming  March  meeting 
is  included  in  this  report,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners,  Police  Court,  Library  Trustees, 
and  tables  of  Vital  Statistics  prepared,  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  tax  rates  in  the  town  and  in  Woodsville  precinct 
are  lower  than  last  year.  The  Woodsville  precinct  tax  in 
1907  was  12.87;  and  in  1908,  12.75.  The  town  tax  in 
1907  was  t2.15;  and  in  1908,  81.96.
